Wasnrxaton, March 6.--The Tariff bill has
finally been agreed upon by the Waye und
Meuns Committae, and Mr. Morrison will re-
port It to the Houss on Monday next. The
ngreement waa roached by n striet party vote
of Tto 5. Mr, Howitt was not present when the
vole was taken.
